Jumblatt called to Damascus 
as Beirut fighting worsens -

Lebanese Druse leader Walid 
Jumblatt was urgently summoned to 
Damascus yesterday following what 
Beirut newspapers described as the 
worst outbreak of fighting around 
the capital since last a Syrian- 
engineered security plan. 

Shells and rockets fell on both 
East and West Beirut for the first 
time in over four months as fighting 
broke out between government 
troops and Druse militiamen on the 
outskirts of the city late Sunday 
night. : 

The shelling ended just before 
dawn yesterday after two earlier 
ceasefires failed to hold. At least 
four people were wounded in pre- 
dominantly Mostem West Beirut. 
Beirut newspapers reported yester- 
day.

Police 
bave not yet determined whether the 
cache was an underworld warehouse 
or belonged to an underground ex- 
tremist group. 

The funeral of the man killed in 
the bus attack, Ismail Almatur, 20, 
took place at 3 a.m. yesterday morn- 
ing in his home town of Si’. near 
Hebron.

. Duty time begins when they 
report to work to prepare for the 


flight and lasts until balf an hour 
after its end. 

Pilots Association's President Yit- 
zhak Gonen told Corfu these regula- 
tions had not posed problems ia the 
past because the pilots’ flew fewer 
hours than stipulated in their El Al 
contracts. However, two years ago, 
El Al forced its staff to sign a new 
contract and adopt the CAA's reg- 
ulation. Maof and Arkia also require 
pilots to fly up to the maximum the 
regulations permitted. 

A senior government source told 
The Jerusalem Post the CAA has 


+ drawn up proposals for new regula- 


tions. These would cut the oumber 
of fiying hours if planes take off at 
night or if there are more than three 
landings en route. 


Drop in IDF road deaths

TEL AVIV. —The number of fatali- 
ties in road accidents involving IDF 
vehicles dropped by 40 per cent over 
the April-September period this 
year, but IDF drivers are still “‘inex- 
perienced and arrogant,” according 
to be expert on thé subject. 

A paper released at the Air Force 
headquarters yesterday quoted 
Sgan-Aluf Shmuel Hershkovitz, 
head of road safety in the IDF's 
manpower branch, as reporting a 
general drop in accidents and in- 
juries over the April-September 
period. 


Hershkovitz said that 52 per cent 
of IDF road accidents which did 
occur were single vehicle mishaps, 
compared with 15 per cent among 
civilian drivers. He said that army 
drivers lack skills and experience in 
emergencies, are unaware of road 
hazards and are often under psycho- 
logical pressure. Most of them are 
“arrogant” drivers, he said. 

The accidents involve command 
cars, trucks and jeeps. The number 
of accidents with casualties involving 
jeeps is proportionately six times 
higher than the number of such acci- 
dents involving cars.

IT WAS worthwhile to drive from 
Jerusalem to Arad to hear Isaac 
Stern play Mozart’s Third Violin 
Concerto, a lovable and delightful 
concerto that unjustifiably has stood 
in the shadow of the A Major (No.5) 
concerto. It was most ifying to 


follow tbe soloist in his interpretive © 


quest, tasting the charming inven- 
tions and beautiful phrases like the 
connoisseur he is. 

The dry acoustics of the hall 
apparently aroused Stern's deter- 
mination to see the concerto th 
at all costs and against all odds, and 
he succeeded beautifully. It was 
Isaac Stern at his very best. The 
preceding Romance by Beethoven -- 
ἃ piece for students, one of inferior 
musical quality — also received treat- 
ment fer above its intrinsic value. 
with the soloist raising it to the 
heights of a really gratifying musical 
experience. 

It is heartwarming to note that 
Isaac Stern seems to have found 
himself again after a period of 
physical exhaustion that affected his 
artistic greatness. He really gave the 
event a special and festive character. 

Mendi Rodan and his Sinfonietta 
played a clean and bright overture 
with appropriate lightness and preci- 
sion and accompanied the two violin 
soli with delicate dynamics and 
musical affinity. One would have 
wished for the finale a weightier 
work than Mendelssohn's First Sym- 
phony, which evokes only respect 
and admiration for the fact that the 
composer wrote it at the age of 15. 
Of course, it foreshadows later 
strokes of near-genius but; on the 
whole, the half hour could have been 
spent more profitably with music of 
greater consequence. Nevertheless, 
Mendi Rodan and the ISB stood up 
to their (very high) reputation and 
rendered everything with elan.

The Allemande, Courante and Sara- 
bande of the D minor Partita also 
provided some satisfaction but how 
could we accept the Gigue and 
JMonumental Chaconne from some- 
one we admire and respect when 
what he gave us was erratic bowing, 
insecure intonation and lack of 
polyphonic clarity? Listening to 
Menuhin today, with his former 
greatness constantly in our mind.

MUSIC 


THE ATMOSPHERE was tnuly fes- 
tival at this grand opening of the 
season of the Haifa Symphony 
Orchestra. Foremost of im ce 
was the presence of President Chaim 
Herzog. And the orchestra has just 
returned from its very first overseas 
concert tour, in Europe, bringing 
back good reviews. 

The programme choice was 
appropriate though somewhat ambi- 
tious. Beethoven's Ninth was most 
suitable for the occasion, but its 
performance requests the sonority of 
a larger orchestra to express the 
magnitude of its dramatic intensity. 
Conductor Urs Schneider directed 
with resourcefulness and drive. Most 
of the time there was good coopera- 
tion between Schneider and musi- 
cians. After the intensity of the first 
movement, the scherza emerged 
very rhythmical, followed by an ex- 
pressive playing of the slow move- 
ment. 

‘The vocalists added excitement to 
the presentation. Alexander Malta 

sang the opening recitative with a 
warm voice. Soprano Gilah Yaron 
produced clear and pleasant 
phrases. Alto Zvia Litevsky was not 
always audible and tenor Freider 
Lang was occasionally too loud in 
the group. The chonisters’ singing 
was clear and clean in intonation 
though sometimes there was a lack 
of sureness, especially at entries. 

Pianist Andor Foldes approached 
the Mozart piano concerto with ἃ 
great deal of simplicity and naiveté. 
His rendition was devoid of emo- 
tional involvement. The playing of 
the cadenzas was not flawless. Stili 
the audience was charmed by his 
affability, and the presentation re- 
ceived ἃ warm response. As an en- 
core, Andor Foldes added approp- 
riately the Mozart Andante in D 
major, which he performed ex- 
-quisitely 

Notwithstanding its shortcomings. 
the evening as a whole showed that 
the HSO is moving towards impress- 
ive achievements, and the standing 
ovation at the end of the symphony 
made this concert a good start of the

FOR PERFECTION in intonation. 
phonetics, polyphonic voice leading 
and rhythmic accuracy, there is no- 
thing like The Scholars. Each of the 
voices reaches the listener with com- 
plete clarity and distinctness and all 
four, blend marvellously, whether in 
complicated polyphonic or 

. bomophonic settings. 

Musically, however, there was not 
very much to catch one's ear. Perfec- 
tion in technical matters seems to dry 
up musical variety. Suddenly one 
becomes aware that there is little 
difference in the style and character 
of interpretation between the va- 
Tious items. With a few exceptions, it 
all sounded almost the same. There 
absolutely seemed to be no differ- 
ence between the English madrigals 
by Bateson and Wilbye and the Ita- 
lian ones by Rore, de Wert and 
Marenzio. 

While at the beginning of the 
concert, one was absolutely stunned 
by the incredible skill, proficiency 


best 


and flawlessness of the group, the 
Marenzio suddenly made one aware 
of the monotony and even boredom. 
There were, as stated, several excep- 
tions. 

Vaughan Williams’ amazingly 
modern, almost atonal Silence and 
Music was superbly done and unde- 
niably was a deviation from the pre- 
vailing style of interpretation. 
Another exception was Angel Bar- 
ja’s highly original Plancturn Jere- 
miae (text from Megilat Eicha). Bar- 
ja, a Spaniard born in 1939, is strong- 
ly influenced by Hebrew motifs, can- 
tillation and Gregorian chants; in his 
work he combines i6th century 
polyphony with dissonance and clus- 
ter technique. The beautifully set 
soprano -- the lamenting “Daughter 
of Zion™ - hovers Fah: Se 
cantation over the rest of the tex- 
tare. 

The English folk-songs were also 
great fun. To sum up: listening to the 
Scholars means hearing super- 
excellence in technical matters but 
also a uniformity in musical 
approach that borders on lack of 
imagination and inspiration.

AMONG the established types of a 
music recital, perhaps none poses a 
greater challenge, to performer and 
listener alike, than the unaccompa- 
nied cello performance. For the me]- 
low, noble sound of this instrument, 
50 effective in ensemble playing. has 
a rather narrow range of pitch and 
sound-colour, and a programme 
featuring the cello alone stands the 
danger of ending up a monochroma- 
tic affair. Unless, that is, the perfor- 
mer projects an artistic personality 
comprehensive and brilliant enough 
to sweep aside the objective limita- 
tions of the medium. 

Ina Joost. a young cellist who 
chose an unaccompanied recital for 
her local debut at the Tel Aviv 
Museum, has much going for her. 
Her utterly graceful stage de- 
meanour seems altogether free of 
the physical tensions common 
among her colleagues. Her formid- 
able technique bespeaks a prize- 
winner at several international con- 
tests. The refreshingly unorthodox 
programme choices and the way she 
went about them left little doubt 
about the cellist, currently polishing 
her art at the master class of Profes- 
sor Enrique Barenboim. 

The opening Suite by Max Reger— 
a diminuitive work by the compos- 
Renna hind or original 
ly Regerian of an . 
idiom and Baroque influences, in- 
cluding some direct quotes from 
Bach. A mood of ing lyricism 
permeated the Sonata by Egon Wel- 
lesz, an im t ousical personal- 
ity of the half of our century, 
whose works are not often per- 
formed nowadays. Zoltan ε 
Capriccio, on the other hand, 
proved to be a jolly, sparkling essay, 
even as it demanded many an 
acrobatic act by the performer’s left 
hand. 

With all the adjustments safely 
behind her, the artist could show her 
best in the Bach, which she wisely 
placed in the second half of the. 
recital. 

The playing of Ina Joost, lively, 
intelligent and involved throughout, 
exuded nervous energy and inner. 
drive. Regrettably, these admirable 
qualities were not balanced by the 
capacity for lyrical depth and intro- 
spection. Subsequently, the quiet

TEL AVIV. -- Can democracy in 
Israel survive galloping inflation? 
“Possibly. but so far no democra- 
cy bas survived when inflation ran at 
more than 100 per cent for ἃ long - 
time, and today. the rate is 

1.000 per cent.” says 
Dr. Manfred Gerstenfeld, who with 
Tlan Barzel, heads the Euroteam 
firm of financial consultants. “And 
the first step in bringing inflation 
under control is to cut the budget,” 
he adds. 

So far, although inflation has ran 
above 100 per cent for several years, 
Israel has managed to stay democra- 
tic mainly due to its “linkage sys- 
tem.” However, linkage plays a dou- 
ble role. On the one hand, it acceler- 
ates inflation, because every cost 
increase ieads to ἃ certain amount of 
compensation which helps make 
things more expensive, thus fanning 
inflation. But on the other hand, 
linkage prevents the distortions be- 
tween various groups of the popula- 
tion from getting too significant. 

“Thus, linkage prevents social dis- 
tortions. which m an inflationary 
environment, have led elsewhere 
(the South American countries are a 
good example) to the overthrow of 
democratic governments.” 

However, Gerstenfeld stresses, 
the compensation through linkage 
systems does not function adequate- 
ly anymore. The country is rapidly 
moving away from a situation where 
the economists knew (or thought- 
they knew) what steps should be 
taken to put the economy on an even 
keel, and could reasonably foresee 
the results of their proposals. But the 
politicians did not care (or perhaps 
“dare” should be the proper word) 

to A the steps to put the situation 
tight. 


Inflation endangers democracy 


“Now the system is in such a flux 
that even the economists can no 


longer clearly visualize develop- ᾿ 
ments.”” 


The speaker noted that a demo- 
cracy is based on a balance being" 
struck between the various sectors in 
an economy; Fach part of society has 

“rights” (such as free speech), but 
whan a perpetual “imbalance” is 
created in a democracy, the rights of 
the people are jeopardized. 

This imbalance has gradually 
grown in strength. On the one hand, 
the average Israeli demands kviut -- 
permanent status -- at his place of: 
work — as is the rule in communist 
countries, yet he also demands the 
right to strike, as if he were livingina 
capitalist country. 

“There is a conflict of interests 
here. A decision must be taken be- 
tween the right to a pexmanent job 
ae the right to strike. No democra- 

Σ can guarantee em- 
soem for everybody in the same 
job all his life. Full employment is 
one of the inputs of an economic 
equation. Job tenure is an additional 
cost to society. If tenure is a priority, 
than the government cannot also 
give priority to everything else -- 
reasonable defence, cheap educa- 
tion and subsidized housing. 

“We cannot have a society in 
which everything is of the highest 
priority, for if we do, everything is in 
absolute 

So far, the solution to “everything 


having top priority” was to borrow ° 


money abroad. “And once handouts 
get out ofhandina democratic state, 
it is well nigh impossible to reverse 
the trend,”’ he notes. 

Moreover, there is a strong ega- 
litarian tendency in Israeli society,

Profits of world airlines 


improve, Iata reports 


GENEVA (Renter). -- The world 
airline industry's international ser- 
vices are expected to make a profit 
this year for the first time in six years 
and higher returns in 1985 and 1986. 
The International Air Transport 
Association (Tata) said yesterday. 

Tts annual report added that while 
member airlines’ international sche- 
duled services are in deficit in 1983 
by $300 million, this year’s financial 
and traffic results had improved 
more than expected. 

‘Thus, Iata continued, the outlook 
for 1984 was an overall profit, after 
interest payments, of about $1.2 bil- 
ia on revenue of some $41.5 bil- 

1. 

Due to the improved 1984 position 
and planned. capacity increases to 
match expected traffic growth, Jata 
forecast that, total revenues on inter- 
national scheduled services were 
likely to rise to about $45.4 in 1985 
and 49.50. in 1986. 

This would yield after-interest 
profits of around $1.5b. and $1.7b., 
respectively, the 134-member airline 


trade body said. 

The report wamed of a patchy 

picture, with some airlines doing

Profit margins were expected to 
stay very thin and be ultra-sensitive 
to even slight changes in capacity, 
yield or unit cost trends, Iata fore- 
cast.

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THERE is no evidence linking the still unidentified perpetra- 
tors of Sunday’s rocket attack in Jerusalem with the Jewish 
terrorist undexground that surfaced in the past. 

But Mayor Teddy Kollek was absolutely correct in observing 
that all the public demonstrations in support of the arrested 
Jewish terrorists, as, for example, the Simhat Torah hakafot at 
Hebron, foster an atmosphere that leads to indiscriminate acts 
of Jewish terror. 

The culprits in Sunday's attack, in which one Arab passenger’ 
was killed and 11 others wounded, left a note stating that the 
attack was motivated by a desire for vengeance for the murder 
last week of two Jewish students near Beit Jaila. 

The note demanded that the captured murderer be executed, 
that-the death penalty be carried out against other Arab 
terrorists and that the alleged members of the Jewish terrorist 
underground be freed. 

Nothing could be a more grotesque reminder of PLO terror 
ecto than this note and the attack it sought to explain and 
jus 

There are those among us who consistently argue that “the 
Arabs understand only force.” There are, of course, Arabs of 
whom this is true, as there are also Jews of whom it is true. But 
too often such understanding is taken to mean that force can 
only be met with counter force. 

Israel's General Security Services have done an extraordi- 
narily effective job in keeping violent Arab opposition to 
Israel's δεούεα ος in Judea and Samaria down to an absolute 
minimum over 17 years. This has been made possible, with the 
exception of the period in which Ariel Sharon was Defence 
Minister, by a policy, authored by Moshe Dayan, that sought to 
make life for the Arab population in the territories more than 
bearable. 

Jewish vigilantism can only have the opposite effect of that 
intended. It can set off a much greater incidence of 
unorganized Arab terrorism against Jewish targets that the 
GSS would have much greater difficulty preventing. 

A safe, stable and fair solution to the problems engendered 
by persistent Arab hostility to Israel’s existence, which has 
been aggravated by the Israeli occupation of the territories, has 
so far eluded us. 

But until such a solution is found, it should be clear that Israel 
can only lose from any attempt to stanch Arab terrorism by 
Jewish counter-terrorism, whether organized or “crazy.” 

At another level, a very serious cause for concern should be 
the fact that Sanday’s attack was carried out with an anti-tank 
missile that could only have been stolen from the IDF. Theft of 
equipment and arms from the IDF has been a serious problem 
for years but the army has done fittle to stanch that flood. 

Army action to close off this source of supply for both 
incipient Jewish terror groups and for the criminal underworld 
has now become all the more urgent. 


A timely proposal 


THE PROGRESSIVE List for Peace, which vied with the 
Rakah Communists for the support of Yasser Arafat and the 
PLO in the last Knesset elections is hardly a candidate for high 
popularity on the Israeli political scene: - - 

However’ the proposal by its leadét’; Mohammed Miari MK, 
to set up a programme of national service for young Arabs, asa 
substitute for the three years military service to which Jewish 
youth are subject but from which Arabs are exempt, is timely 
and deserves serious consideration. . 

Israeli Arabs have been exempted from military service 
because it has always been felt that they could not and should 
not be expected to fight against their kinsmen who make up the 
armies that threaten Israel. 

This argument has never prevented the authorities and the 
Israel Druse community from instituting the conscription of 
Druse men, though the Syrian Druse figure prominently in the 
Syrian army. 

Nor has it prevented the Israel Defence Forces from 
recruiting numerous Moslem Beduin to volunteer for the 
ranks, where they have performed inestimable service for 
decades. 

The real issue therefore has clearly been trust. This is not a 
pleasant criterion, but it is understandable and unavoidable in 
the context of an ongoing war with our neighbours that has 
marked the entire history of the state. 

But it has put Israel's Arab community in ἃ double bind. 
Arab youngsters have not been called to military service 
because of the lack of this trust. Their failure to serve has then 
been used by various elements of the Israeli kad grand to 
excuse forms of discrimination practised against th 
sector. 

This discrimination is hardly the way to increase the deter- 
mination of Israeli Arabs to make their peace with the reality of 
Israel. 

’ The institution of civilian national service for young Arabs 
could well be the mechanism needed to break out of this trap 
and to reverse the trend of the last few years towards growing 
hostility between Israel and its Arab citizens. 

There will undoubtedly be stiff Opposition to such a proposal 
both among Jews and among Arabs. There will as certainly be 
objective difficulties in turning the idea into a workable 
programme. 

But the proposal deserves serious consideration both in the 
cabinet and in the Knesset.
